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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejection of claims 1-4 is being maintained. 
Regarding the Applicant's argument of lack of motivation to combine Mayama and Freymuth, Mayama teaches (Col. 16, lines 27-33) a 
modification to his invention that entails a PWM control system so that power to the load can be controlled by changing the duty cycle. 
Therefore it would have been obvious to combine Freymuth, an invention that performs the same end result as Mayama, but just does it 
by using a PWM control signal, and Mayama could be modified by having the switch, SW, when closed initiating the PWM control signal to 
be input into the drive apparatus' control input. 

The Examiner disagrees with the Applicant's assertion that the present application, "driving a load in response to a control input", is clearly 
distinguishable from Mayama's switching on and off the supply of power to a load. The switching on and off of a switch is considered the 
control input and in response to that control input the load will be driven. And with the modification based on Freymuth, the control input 
will be in PWM form, which reads directly on what is claimed in claims 1-4. 

Continuation of 13. Other: The arguments and amendments have overcome the 1 12 and 103 rejections of claim 5, and also the claim 
objections to claims 3 and 5. 
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
